General. Davis, who resigned vol- 
untarily, recommended stolliday for 
thelegal post. 

Roosevelt, it is understood, fa- 
vored the promotion of Holliday, 
and Davis also indorsed him for 
the appointment. 

The War Department made in- 
quiries as to the acceptability of 
Holliday for the vice-governorship 
of Senator Patterson, Congressman 
Dyer and Dr. E. B. Clements, Re- 
publican National Committeeman 
for Missouri. Their replies were 
favorable and they anticipated that 
the department would recommend 
‘Holliday to the President. 


Holliday Prominent Attorney Here; 
Native of City. 

Holliday, 52 years old, is a na- 
tive of St. Louis, and a graduate 
of the college and law school of 
Harvard University. From his grad- 
uation in 1908 until 1908 he was 
associated with the law: firm of 
Johnson & Richards. Thereafter, 
until late last year, he was a mem- 
ber Of the law firm of Fordyce, 
Holliday & White. — 

He served a term in the House 
of Delegates, 1909-11, succeeding 
Dwight F. Davis, and in 1920 he 
managed Davis’ unsuccessful cam- 
paign for the Republican nomina- 
tion for United States Senator. Hol- 
liday was° a member of the Elec- 
tion Board, 1921-25, by appoint- 
ment of Gov. Hyde, and Gov. Caul- 
field. made him a member of the 
State Commission for the Blind.

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STATE HEALTH CHIEF 
MAY APPLY FOR WRIT 


Dr. Stewart Informed That 


Virtually Nothing Has 
Been Done to Comply 
With Orders. 


The Rev. James R. Cox, militant 
Catholic priest. of. Pittsburgh, Pa., 


told’ the Post-Dispatch by tele- 
phone from Pittsburgh last night 
that his “jobless party’’ followers 
would open a convention Wednes- 
day at Creve Coeur speedway, “‘in- 
/ junction or no injunction.” 

His reference to an injunction 
was in reply to Dr. James Stewart, 
State Health Commissioner,. who 
had said he would ask for an in- 
junction forbidding the assemblage, 
‘scheduled to be a two-day affair, 
unless specified sanitation equip- 
ment is in working order at the 
site tomorrow morning. Dr. Stew- 
art said he would g0 to the Su- 
preme Court if necessary. 

Reports from his inspectors, Dr. 
Stewart added, indicate that vir- 
tually nothing had been done up to 
last night to meet the requirements 
specified by the State Board of 
Health. - Responsibility for sanc- 
tioning the gathering was placed 
in his hands last week at a meet- 
ing sponsored by the 68. Louis 
County League of Municipalities. 

“We Won't Start Anything.” 
“Ali this talk about sanitation is 
a subterfuge,” Father Cox de- 
clared, “put out by public health 
officers who are inspired by some- 
one else. There's nothing said 
about sanitation when it comes to 
holding a Democratic or Republic- 
an convention. If they turn the 
militia on us, well and good, they'll 
have to take the consequences but 
+ we won't start anything. 

“We have a Constitutional right 
to hold a peaceable assemblage 
and we shall exercise that right. 
If we are.met with an injunction, 
we'll meet on the public highway 
if necessary. All this talk about 
an injunction is a sign of rotten 
politics.” 

Father Cox said that he would 
hold a one-day. meeting, if neces- 
sary, leaving for home Wednesday 
night. He insisted that about 

200,000 “blue shirts” will follow 
him to St. Louis, including 50,000 
from Pittsburgh. However, other 
estimates were much lower. 

All will be able to finance them- 
selves, he added, and will “see that 
American law is observed in. every 
particular.” 

Has Never Seen the Site. 

No extensive sanitation arrange- 
ments are necessary at Creve 
Coeur, Father Cox asserted, since 
“the delegates will stop at hotels, 
except a few who will sleep in their 
cars.” He said he had never seen 
the site. 

Father Cox said he discouraged 
“camp followers” by refusing them 
“even a drop of gasoline.” He said 
he would occupy the same truck 
which he used when he led a job- 
less march to Washington last win- 
ter. 

The Pittsburgh delegation, head- 
ed by the priest, plans to leave at 
1 o’clock this afternoon, he said, 
picking up contingents. from West 
Virginia and Ohio on the way. The 
first night will be spent in the vicin.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Im- 
mediate changing of the Volstead 
act to permit the manufacture and 
sale of “nonintoxicating beer” and 
modification or. repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment was recommend- 
ed tonight by Henry I. Harriman, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 
In a radio address Harriman said 
he most heartily welcomed the atti- 
tude of the Democratic and Repub- 
lican parties on prohibition and 
looked upon their stand as one that 
‘foreshadows the doom of the 
eighteenth amendment.” 
“T trust that its modification or 
repeal will come soon,” he added, 
“and that we may adopt the British 
policy of high taxation. and strict 
regulation, permitting such states as 
desire prohibition to continue it.” 
“This,” he said, “will advance the 
cause of temperance and from §$1,- 
000,000,000 to $1,500,000,000 will 
accrue to our various governmental 
units. Pending the repeal or modi- 
fication we might, with advantage, 
immediately change the Volstead 
act to permit the manufacture, 
transportation and sale of nonintox- 
icating beer, taxing if at the rate of 
$6 a barrel. This would bring an-' 
nually into the Federal treasury 
about $400,000,000.” - 
Contrasts U. 8. With British Policy. 
Harriman compared the Britisit, 
and American policies toward liquor 
and favored the former. 

“What are the results of our ex- 
periment?” he asked. “Probably as 
much liquor is consumed today as 
in 1914. Our jails are crowded with 
prisoners arrested for drunkenness. 
Crime rings, supported largely by 
bootlegging profits, flourish. Pois- 
oned alcohol is substituted for hon- 
est liquor.

13.—Pres- 
ident Hoover today called in Roy 
D. Chapin, new Secretary of Com- 
merce, for a conference on plans

The President had nothing to 
ada today to his words of yester- 
day that his recently enunciated 
nine-point economic program had 
progressed to a point at which he 
was ready to call a national con- 
ference of business and industrial 
committees created in each Fed- 
eral reserve district. 

The keynote of this conference 
was sounded in his acceptance ad- 
dress ‘when he said he was “organ- 
izing the private industrial and fi- 
nancial resources of the country to 
co-operate effectively with the 
vast governmental instrumentali- 
ties hich we have in motion.” 

Among the points to be dis- 
cussed will be the speeding of 
loans from the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration’s new $1,500,000,000 of 
capital for self-liquidating proj- 
ects; elimination of slum districts; 
spreading seed and feed loans: 
smoothing the path of agricul- 
tural commodities into consump- 
tion; easing general credit facili- 
ties, and shortening work hours in 
industry to spread employment.

The “Eddie Tolan” Olympiad. 


F modern Olympic proceed- 

ure follows ancient  tradi- 
tions, the Tenth Olympiad 
(which formally. began with the 
opening of the Olympic Games 
and endures until the next re- 
vival, four years hence) will 
be called the “Olympiad of 
Eddie Tolan.” 

As mentioned before, the an- 
cients named ,each Olympiad 
after the victor “in the “stade” 
race, which corresponds to our 
200-meter dash. The original 
“stade” was a Greek unit of 
measurement equal to 606.4 feet 
or something over 200 yards. 

Tolan, just to make the situa- 
tion certain, won both -~-sprint 
events and thereby became, in 
all probability, the first man of 
Negro race to gain the honor of 
having an Olympiad named for 
him. The original Olympic con- 
tests were open to free Greeks 
only, and it is therefore unlikely 
that a member of the Ethiopian 
race participated in the Greek 
Olympic religious and athletic 
festivals of ancient days.

OT before ‘have Negroes fig- 

ured so prominently in Olym- 
pic events, although in 1928 El 
Ouafi won the marathon race at 
Amsterdam. This year Metcalfe 
and - Tolan monopolized the 
sprints, winning both dashes; Ed- 
ward Gordon took the broad 
jump and Edwards of Canada 
made a splendid showing in ‘the 
800-meter run, finishing third. 

This equals the number of 
firsts won by Finland, which was 
second to the United States. - It 
surpasses the showing of 18 
other nations, including Great 
Britain, France, Germany and 
Japan. Only two other nations 
beside Finland and the United 
States scored as many as two 
firsts—Ireland and Great Brit- 
ain. 

Not so bad, considering that 
there are only a sprinkling of 
capable Negro athletes in the 
country. By the time the Ber- 
lin Olympic Games are held, the 
dusky athletes will probably 
have ventured into other fields 
than mere running and jumping, 
to which they seem to have de- 
voted most attention in the past. 
Many fine, embryonic field ath- 
letes are likely to be developed 
among the Negroes, before the 
next athletic invasion of Europe 
is begun.

LREADY Germany is pre- 

paring to sponsor the Olym- 
pic Games of 1936; to be held in 
Berlin. It will be Germany's 
first appearance in the role of 
Olympic host, war having pre- 
vented the proposed games of 
1916 in Berlin. 

It is doubtful, however, if the 
Germans, despite théir charac- 
teristic thoroughness, will be able 
to equal or exceed the almost 
faultless handling of the games 
which cldése today.

Following the second 
disqualification of Nurmi by the 
International Federation—some- 
thing (with which the United 
States had nothing to do)—the 
Finlanders retired into their cor- 
ner of the Olympic village and 
pouted, refusing to take part in 
any of the village life, and 
balked at being interviewed and 
photographed.

year, one being voted down, the 
other being permitted to die in 
committee. 

The other two were drafted as 
emergency unemployment relief 
measures, but Eilers intends that 
his bill shall be permanent legisia- 
tion. He estimated that it would 
produce from $12,000 to $15,000 
annually in additional revenue and 
said it would be more equitable 
than the present tax, which is the 
same for all amusements, regard- 
less of size. 

Associate City Counselor Dolan 
has been asked to draft the meas- 
ure. A tax had been levied 
with success in Chicago, Bilers said. 

The new rate, Eilers thought, 
would mean an .anuual tax of 
$4500 for Sportsman's Park, and 
$600 for'the largest moving picture 
theater in St. Louls.

The picture of the new Reichs- 
tag will embody somber colors: 
Brown, black and red. The semi- 
circle of the auditorium will be 
divided into three large sectors:

Crest of Hitler Wave. 

Hitler assembled 37: per cent of 
all voters and deputies in his 
camp.

000,000 were new voters.

Viewed through idealistic glass- 
es the first phase of the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference has been 
a complete fizzle. Not a single 
real advamce has been registered, 
unless the four-month extension 
of the armament truce, which 
means no concession whatsoever 
by anyone, is so regarded. The 
only other result—adoption of a 
resolution which Russia and Ger- 
many rejected, and nine other 
countries including Italy refused 
to accept—constitutes no gain at 
all in the final analysis. Eight 
years of preparatory work, and 
24 weeks of plenary negotiations, 
have merely brought an agree- 
ment that: “a substantial reduc- 
tion of world armaments shall be 
effected to be applied by a gen- 
eral convention alike to land, 
naval and air armaments.” 
Thirteen years ago 55 nations 
which signed the League Cove- 
nant went further than that when 
they pledged themselves to reduce 
armaments to the lowest point 
consistent with national safety 
and to enforce by common action 
international obligations. Four 


the world implemented the cov- 
enanht obligation by signing the 
Briand-Kellogg Outlawry of War 
pact. Recalling these pledges the 
Geneva Disarmament Conference 
resolution is reduced to a politi- 
cal absurdity, unless it proves to 
be the first step to something de- 
cisive this fall. 


Real Conditions Bared. 

On the other hand the negative 
results of the conference might 
fairly be considered as constitut- 
ing something worth while.

4nvasion of Manchuria and flaunt- 
ing of the Nin e-Power “Treaty — is 
having on American policy. . The 
greatest certainty among many in- 
ternational uncertainties today is 
that the United States will not 
weaken her naval establishment 
oné single iota until the Far East- 
ern question has been definitely 
settled. Another certainty at the 
moment seems to be that the Unit- 
ed States will make no real move 
to oust Japan ‘from China’s north- 
ern provinces. 

Japan rejected, almost brutally, 
the Hoover plan for disarmament 
at Geneva, but not, according .to 
persistent reports, until the Amer- 
icans had spurned per offer of sup- 
port. in return for Washington's 
recognition of Japan’s Manchurian 
policy. Tokio’s action was not sur- 
prising, for even the most casual 
student of disarmament knows that 
the Hoover proposal, if accepted 
all around, would have left the 
United States comparatively better 
off in respect to the Pacific. 

The Japanese Government at the 
moment is completely in the hands 
of the militarists. Thus far Japan 
has no reason to regret her little 
eXcursion into Manchuria. Japan 
is playing for big stakes and can 
afford to gamble, inasmuch as she 
has everything to win and little to 
lose. The political preparation for 
disarmament, in so far as Japan is 
concerned, will be difficult during 
the next few months. Only a com- 
plete milftary reverse in Manchuria 
with a threat of war from the 
United States or Russia, or both, 
and a diplomatic debacle at Geneva 
next time the Chinese-Japanese 
question comes before the Assem- 
bly, -will change Tokio’s policy— 
either in respect to the League or 
disarmament.

Of all the .various complicated 
political side issues, Germany’s de- 
mand for armaments equality is the 
most troublesome, France and even 
Britain, to say nothing of Poland 
and the other succession states, 
will fight again before’ they will 
permit’ Germany.to reconstruct her 
military -machine. . Theoretically 
France may consent to political 
equality. Actually she will agree 
to armaments equality only on the 
condition that the United States 
and Britain guarantee. her terri- 
torial integrity if Germany threat- 
ens to use force to change the geo- 
graphical or economical status quo 
in Europe in the future. At the 
moment. that seems an impossible 
lprice for the United States to pay 
in order to get Europe to spend her 
money on American exports instead 
of armaments. | 
« While the potentialities of the 
Franco-Italian Anglo-American, 
the Chinese-Japanese and France- 
German political problems can be 
assayed, the unknown factor. in 
disarmament is Russia. Despite her 
signature to the Briand-Kellogg 
pact and her various non-aggres- 
sion treaties, there is no foreign of- 
fice in Europe which places any 
trust in Moscow’s signature. The 
Soviet Foreign Office policy is 
purely materialistic and _ realistic. 
Russia’s willingness to . deal with 
Japan in Manchuria is an example. 
Russia had far more reason than 
Washington in adopting a policy of 
non-recognition. Ideals. do not 
bother the Russians one little bit. 
In dealing with “capitalistic” states 
they are perfectly -happy to play 
both ends against the middle. 

In disarmament Russia’s policy its 
clear—anything to weaken the cap- 
italist system in other countries 
and strengthen the proletariat. At 
least they are consistent in their 
stand at Geneva—which is more 
than any other country, including 
the United States, can boast.

happens to lie in direct line be- 


tween “earth” and “sun.” But 
there’s worse to come! The plate 
is slowly revolving like a coin 


which has been spun. 

It takes 18 years for the moon 
orbit (or the plate) to make one 
of*these revolutions. That time is 
the “Saros.”’ It results in the points 
of intersection advancing so that 
they complete a revolution in 18 
years. 

These are part of the motions as- 
tronomers reckon with in predict- 
ing eclipses. After Aug. 31 the

This was done on the legal theo- 
ry that the election laws provide 
for the choice of a committeeman 
and committeewoman from. each 
ward of each municipality, in addi- 
tion to the township representa- 
tives.

though but a few votes were cast 
for each, and they would constitute 
a majority of the committee.

E. J. Gould of Kearney, Nebraska, was the 
origina! owner of Ankabar. He had leased the 
Danforth Farms at Washington, Illinois, 
and moved his horses there from Nebraska. 
Among them was the stallion, Bingen Silk, 
and the brood mare, Emily Axworthy. An- 
kabar was raised on the Illinois farm. 
Shortly after he was weaned, he was sent 
with a shipment of young colts and fillies to 
Chicago to be sold at auction. 


LL his companions were sold, but no 

one would buy the raw-boned son of 
Bingen Silk and Emily Axworthy. A woman 
did bid $35 for him, but evidently did it only as 
a joke, for she failed to appear after the auction 
to claim him. So Ankabar—-he hadn't acquired that 
name or any other yet, of course—had to be shipped 
"back to the home farm, a dismal failure. 

In 1927, when the colt was in his second year as 
race horses’ ages are reckoned, the universal official 
birthday being January 1, he changed owners. It 
happened in this way. Gould was in financial straits, 
and applied for a loan to Schmoeger, whom he knew 
as a man interested in horses and engaged in racing 
on a modest scale. Schmoeger didn't want to lend

the money. But he finally yielded to persuasion, and 
took the borrower's note. When the time came for 
the loan to be repaid, Gould couldn't pay it, and 
suggested that Schmoeger take one of the colts on 
his*farm in satisfaction ‘of the debt. Schmoeger didn't 
want any of the colts, but accepted the offer, think- 
ing he might be able to sell the horse and get part 
of his monéy back. 

He was allowed to take his pick of the colts, and 
he chose Ankabar merely because he was the big- 
gest and strongest of the lot. 

The colt was left at Gould's place tor a time, and 
his new owner tried to sell him. Two men who were 
considered expert judges of horseflesh examined the 
rangy/ young horse and pronounced him one of the 
most hopeless specimens, from a racing viewpoint, 
they had ever seen. One pointed out the hollows 
above the colt’s eyes, and said that feature alone 
showed he would never make a decent race horse. 
The other expert found evidence of the same thing 


in the conformation of the neck. The owner, with- 
\ out attaching a great deal of importance to these 


so-called defects, was inclined to agree with the ex- 
perts’ conclusion. He didn’t think the colt was much 
of a horse. 

When Ankabar turned two years old, Schmoeger, 
unable to sell him, took him to his farm near Henry 
and turned him over to August Sundberg, who trains 
horses at Peoria and Henry. 

There was a bare chance, Schmoeger thought, that 
Sundberg might be able tOsdevelop the animal, now 
converted into a gelding, into a run-of-the-mill trotter 
which could be sold for a few hundred dollars.

Sundberg trained the gelding to trot steadily and with 
proper form, but the animal didn’t show much 


speed that first season, so he was not sent to the 

races as a two-year-old. His owner wasnt very 
sanguine about his chances of ever getting in a 

race. : 

But the next year the gelding improved in 
training and it was decided to see what he 
could do in competition. In the meantime, 
he had been named. The three daughters 
of Mr. and Mrs. Schmoeger—Ann, Kather- 
ine and Barbara—who had become fond 
of the horse because of his good disposi- 
tion, formed the name from the first parts 
of their own: An-ka-bar. 

Ankabar's three-year-old campaign was short. 

In his first race he took second place. In 

In his second he was third. But his third 
race, at Oregon, Illinois, he won, trotting his 

best heat in 2:16 1-4. There was no more rac’ 
ing for him that year. Schmoeger had changed 

his mind about the gelding. He was convinced by 
this time that in spite of his own early opinion and 
that of the experts, Ankabar was a real racer, and if 
brought along slowly might make a stake horse. 
Pursuing this policy of slow development, 

Schmoeger raced the gelding only five times the next 

year. Ankabar won four -of these races and in one 

heat trotted the mile in 2:09 1-4 on a half-mile track. 

His owner now felt sure that the horse was of Grand 

Circuit caliber-—that Ankabar had the quality to

compete with the aristocrats of harness racing. 

In preparation for his introduction to the big 
time, Ankabar was sent in March, 1931, as a five- 
year-old, to Urbana, Ohio, to be trained by Dr. H. 
M. Parshall, noted trainer and driver. It was Par- 
shall to whom the famous racing driver Tommy 
Murphy, on his retirement, transferred his racing 
colors and “No. 3” arm band. 

Ankabar made his Grand Circuit debut by win- 
ning the Tavern Stakes at Cleveland. His fastest 
mile in training had been ttotted in 2:07, but he 
won a heat of this race in 2:02 3-4. The gelding 
wasnt bothered by stage fright or awed to find him- 
self in fast company. The thudding hobdfs and 
whirling sulky wheels, the straining conflict of a 
hard-driven race, seemed merely to put him on his 
mettle, stimulate him-to do his best. Ankabar was 
a stake horse. 


N his next race Ankabar was second. But he fol- 

lowed that with eight straight victories, in one 
of which he won the Calumet Cup at Lexington, 
Kentucky. Parshall drove him in all these races of 
1931 and is piloting him again this year. 

Parshall kept Ankabar at his Urbana establish- 
ment last winter so that he could supervise even the 
horse's long period of rest. And he found that the 
lazy life which most high-class racers lead during the 
winter rest didn't suit this speedster. Even on his 
vacation, the trotting machine wanted to get out and 
trot. So the trainer took him out almost every day 
and let him trot away some of his surplus energy, 
holding him down to a slow gait, of course. In the 
first five months of this year, while resting, Ankabar 
jogged about 1500 miles. 

Ankabar made his first start as a six-year-old last 
month in the Ohio Stake, at Cleveland, a fixture

NEW YORK. 
N THE night of 
May 20, 1922, ina

Within 20 minutes 
the Egypt had heeled over and gone to 
the bottom. Almost a hundred lives 
were lost, and the ship took down with 
her $5,000,000.in gold and silver bul- 
lion, in addition to a great quantity of 
Indian banknotes with a face value 
equivalent to $28,000,000. 
The news of this disaster, of course, 
was flashed around the world; and 
among the persons who read it 
in New York was a young and 
obscure locksmith named 
Charles Courtney, who 
was particularly inter- 
ested in all matters 
connected with 
the sea, for he 


the sinking of the Egypt was to 
play an important part in his life, and 
that he was destined, years later, to be 
one of the chief actors in recovering 
that great treasure, Courtney would 
have quite properly laughed. 


EN years passed, and in that 

time Courtney became the out- 
standing locksmith in the United 
States, if not in the world. He be- 
came president of the American Asgo- 
ciation of Master Locksmiths, and 
owner of the largest and most prosper- 
ous locksmithing business in the world. 
Leading lock manufacturers, such as 
Yale, Sargent, Corbin and others en- 
gaged him as expert consultant to pass

wasn't a man, in or out of the peniten- 
tiary, who could equal his speed or 
skill in picking a lock. . 

In the meantime, while Courtney 
was building up this reputation, vari- 
ous syndicatés had been organized with 
a view to recovering the considerable 
treasure held fast in the strong room 
of the Egypt resting 400 feet beneath 
the surface of the Bay of Biscay. The 
wreck was finally located by divers. 
Japanese salvagers tried the job, and 
gave itup. A German crew, after con- 
sidering the depth at which the wreck 
lay, the difficulty of blasting through 
the steel hull and the violence of pre- 
vailing ocean currents in that region, 
also abandgned the task. Then the 
Italians took up the job. Their first 
salvaging vessel, the Artiglio 1 of Ge- 
noa, was blown up by the explosion ot 
an over-charged depth bomb, and only 
seven of the crew of 19 survived. The 
Artiglio II was put in commission, and 
the work was undertaken anew. 

After three years of most difficult 
and dangerous work, the deck plates 
guarding the strong room of the Egypt 
were blown away, and divers at last 
had access to the room in which the 
treasure was stored. Some of the bul- 
lion and banknotes were found in 
wooden cases, and these were recov- 
ered with comparatively little trouble. 
But the bulk of the treasure was found 
to be locked in large steel safes, built 
into the ship. And, of course, these 
couldn’t be brought to the surface. 

It was decided to open these by 
means of explosives and underwater 
acetylene torches. The first safe was 
opened—but the heat of the torch and 
the violence of the explosives had de- 
stroyed about 80 per cent of the con- 
tents, At that rate, the salvagers were 
destroying four times as much as they 
were recovering. A better method 
would have to be found for opening 
the three remaining safes. The prob- 
lem was submitted to Benjamin Wal- 
tere of Berlin, a veteran consulting 
engineer on diving operations. 

“Well,” he finally said, after con- 
sidering the facts, “there's only offe 


man in the world I know of who wouid 
be sure to handle a job like that prop- 
erly. That’s Charles Courtney, in New 
York. If anybody can get those safes 
open without damaging anything, he’s 
the man.”’ 

A few days later two men walked 
into Charles Courtney’s shop pn West 
125th street, New York City. They 
asked for Mr. Courtney, and a short, 
stocky man, in his middle forties, put 
down the lock on which he had been 
working with an assistant, and came 
forward The two men were repre- 
sentatives of the salvaging syndicate, 
but they said nothing to Courtney 
about that.

$1000, were wiped off the books. 

Some of the larger and older ac- 
counts were secured by mortgages on 
nachinery, livestock and land. Others 
were protected by notes. But notes 
and securities were eanceled and re- 
turned with the brief form letter... 

Farmers scurried across the fields to 
tell neighbors of their good fortune, 
only to learn that the man on the next 
land had been treated equally well. 

Many of the beneficiaries just were 
starting to buy their farm homes. 
Others were well established. 
of customers, able and willing to pay 
up accounts, swarmed into the store. 
All received the same answer: 

“Your bill is canceled. If you want 
to give your money to someone, give 
it to the church or to help someone.” 

It was too much for many a hard- 
shelled old farmer. Big, husky, tanned 
men, who*have been fighting in recent 
years to make ends meet after crop 
failures, grasshopper plagues and less- 
than-production-cost prices, were un- 
able to express their thanks. Their 
voices choked and, with tears stream- 
ing from their eyes, they grasped the 
hand of the storekeeper and his wife, 
and then, embarrassed, departed. 


OW, Mr. and Mrs. Hennum are 
N ae unassuming rural store- 
keepers. They expected their 
customers to receive the letters and 
be quietly thankful. 
But Sloan is only 20 miles from 
Sioux City, Iowa, an active, Middle 
Western city. Reporters and photog-

They were dubious. Perhaps it 
might be a publicity stunt of some 
kind.

People here have been hit hard with 
crop logses and financial reverses. 

“Before the debt cancellation plan 
was decided upon, we took an inven- 
tory. We decided we still could get 
along and operate a‘store, even if we're 
not 80 young as we once were. 

“I didn’t want any fuss made about 
this and I tried to keep it quiet. It 
was just a Christian act, the will of 
God.”’ 

But an act of generosity as large as 
the Hennums’ could not be done quiet- 
ly. Neighbors and townspeople, all 
with a genuine cause for gratitude, re- 
fused to keep silent. 

They tell you that Mr. and Mrs. 
Hennum are nearly 60 years old and 
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that he has resided in the vicinity 
nearly all this time, He was born at 
the tiny inland town of Albaton, Iowa, 
nearby, attended Norwegian 
School and was a member of the 
Lutheran Church, 

He always has been a hard worker 
and success has attended all his ef- 
forts. As a youth of 19, Hennum went 
to Sioux City and worked for his room 
and board while attending business 
college. The next few years he spent 
as an instructor in the college. 

Then he entered the real estate busi- 
ness at Sibley, Iowa, before opening a 
general mercantile business at Maple 
Landing, Iowa. Shortly before this he 
was married to Miss Alma Alcock, a 
neighbor girl from his town. 

Mrs, Hennum operated the store 
while her husband ran a ‘“‘peddler wag- 
on.”” He took orders from farmers 
one day and delivered them the next. 
Then the young couple tried farming 
for four years before returning to the 
Maple Landing store. 

In 1918 the Hennums moved to 
Sloan and they have been here since. 
Both are active in church and com- 
munity circles of the town. Hennum 
is a Mason and his wife an Eastern 
Star.

Neighbors say they 
also help support the Lutheran Church 
in the small town of Albaton, where 
Hennum was born, They are gen- 
erous in their gifts to the Christian 
and Methodist churches of Sloan, also.

child, so that Mr. MacCown and I were 
free to study it. The child had 


been buried in a kneeling position. 


To our surprise, we found the hinder 
part of the head was totally dif- 
ferent from that of all European Ne- 
anderthalians. The skeleton of the 
child was also different.”’ 

This skull was compared with that 
of a Neanderthal child 9 years of age, 
found in a cave at La Quina, France. 
The Carmelite child’s skeleton lay in 
a cave of the same culture period as 
that of the Galilean woman originally 
found in 1925. But it was impossible 
to predict a new type merely on the 
basis of the child’s skull, as, according 
to Sir Arthur, “it is very difficult to 
anticipate what the features of a child 
of two and a half years wiil be when 
it has attained maturity.’ It was es- 
sential that an adult skeleton of the 
Carmelite region be found. 

In March of this year MacCown went 
to Palestine to take charge of the ex- 
cavating party, because of Miss Gar- 
rod’s illness. Within a month he 
found what he wanted. In the same 
stratum in which the child's skeleton 
was found, he discovered complete or 
partial remains of eight other individ- 
uals. The result was confirmation of 
the two earlier discoveries—‘"that this 
was a distinctive people, unlike any 
other race of prehistoric men.” 


O BE sure, they resemble the 
Neanderthalians of Europe in 
many of their traits and they 
assigned to the same 
group or genus. But also, accord- 
ing to Sir Arthur, they show many 
features which link them to the 
most primitive of modern or Nean- 
thropic races—especially to the aborig- 
ines of Australia. 

“The Palaenthropus of Palestine,’’

There was one particularly striking 
skeleton found in the Carmelite grave- 
yard. It was of a-tall man, about five 
feet, ten inches in stature, who had 
been buried on his back. 

His thighs were flexed on his body, 
his arms were bent, with hands laid 
on the right side of his head. His 
head was inclined against his right 
shoulder. Between his flexed arms 
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The Neanderthal man, as recom 
structed at the Field Museum, Chicago. 


The face and jaws of this man were 
fashioned not like those of the Nean- 
derthalians, but like those of certain 
modern races, with massive prog- 
nathous faces. Strangely enough, in 
several respects the face of the ancient 
Palestinians may be described as 
negroid, but they had one feature 
never seen in Negroes, a narrow, high, 
ascending ramus—a bone of the low- 
er jaw. This is a feature which is 
still preserved in certain peoples of 
the East. The Palestine Neanderthals 
differed from their contemporaries in 
Europe in having modern chins and 
deep, heavy jaws. 


HE Cave of the Kids, in which 
sk discoveries were made, is 

vety small, Miss Garrod re- 
ports. In 1929 the entrance was 
hidden by a great fall of rock, 
the result of a trial blast. It was 
not until 1931 that the excavation 
of the Cave of the Kids was, be- 
gun, under the direction of MacCown. 
The greater part of the ancient deposit 
was on a terrace, sheltered byean over- 
hanging rock, outside the cave itself. 
The diggers had not gone very far 
before they came upon evidence of 
ancient human life, numbers of flint 
implements and animal bones broken 
for food. These were embedded in a 
tough red earth, hardening at, the 
base to a rock-like breccia, the whole 
resting on bedrock.

She was probably, Sir Arthur 
says, about five feet, six inches, in 
As in the Australian abo- 
rigines, the lower limbs are relatively 
long below the knee in the three 
ancient:Palestinians so far examined. 

Work is still going on at the cave, 
but it is unlikely, according to Miss 
Garrod's report, that any further ex- 
citing discoveries will be made. Every 
effort is now being bent toward the re- 
moval of the skeletons without 


damage. 
This is a task that taxes the skill 
of the excavators even more than the 


original digging. 


To get them out in- 
tact, it is necessary 
to drill out slabs of 
rock in which they 
are embedded. The 
block containing the 
skeleton of “Ar- 
thur’’ will, when it 
is drilled out, weigh 
well over a ton, and 
‘Dorothy's’ block, 
it is estimated, will 
weigh almost as 
much. 

These great 
blocks are then to 
be transported to 
London, and there it 
is necessary to chip 
away from the 
bonfe every particle 
‘of rock. It can be 
easily imagined how 
long and costly this 
process is, as it 
must be done by ex- 
perts, who exercise 
great caution and 
work very slowly. 

Sir Arthur Keith 
stresses the great 
cost of such work. 
One of the leading 
contributors to this 
search has heen Sir 
Robert Mond, But 
now there has come 
up a real need for 
additional funds to 
complete the resto- 
ration of Palaeanthropus Palestinus, 
and Sir Arthur has issued a general 
appeal in England and America. He 
pays tribute to the “splendid assist- 
ance’’ eiven by the American school of 
Prehistoric Research under the direc- 
tion of Professor MacCurdy of Yale. 
The need for help now, he stre ses, is 
more urgent than ever. For if ‘Ar- 
thur,” “Dorothy,” “Wilhelmina” and 
their friends were to be deserted in 
the present stage it would be difficult 
or impossible to reconstruct this new 
link in the chain that leads from the 
cave to the machine age.

DIS TINGUISHED 

foreigner visiting in 

Chicago once asked, 

“But why is it that 

everyone in Chica- 
go is named Mc- 

Cormick ?’’ There 

was some _ excuse 
for this man’s mis- 
take, for the clan of 

McCormick has long been the most 

numerous and powerful of Chicago's 
great families. A family reunion, in- 
cluding the Blaine, Blair, Patterson 

and other connections would include a 

great number of the fortunes in the 

Middle West and quite a few in the 

East. 

At the head of this clan was a wom- 
an of extraordinary character. Mrs. 
Robert 8S. McCormick, who died recent- 
ly at the age of 79, was not a McCor- 
mick by birth. But by force of her 
personality she came to dominate, if 
not outwardly then by tacit consent, 
the family of strong-willed individual- 
ists into which she married. 

In more ways thdn one her passing 
marks the end of a period, the end of a 
tradition. She was the last of the great 
ladies of that period from the ’70s 
through the ’90s, when ladies were la- 
dies. She had a direct, forthright, 
masculine kind of mind, but she used 
it like a lady, with all the prerogatives 
and privileges of the great lady. Her 
father was Joseph Medill, who was 
Lincoln’s first powerful friend, who 
owned and edited the Chicago Trib- 
une, Her husband is the only 
diplomat from the United States ever 
to have been Ambassador to three ma- 
jor European Powers, a man of enor- 
mous wealth, a scholaf of some pre- 
tensions. From both the Medill and 
the McCormick side Mrs. McCormick 
took her pride and wore it with the 
erect, ramrod-like bearing of a Gren- 
adier guardsman. 

Some little family background is es- 
sential to the understanding of Mrs. 
Robert McCormick. Fairly early in 
the eighteenth century the Scotch- 
Irjsh McCcrmicks left their North of 
Ireland home for America, eventually 
to settle in Rockbridge County, Vir- 
ginia, a region marked not by velvet 
lawns, broad rolling acres and veran- 
dahs thick with Colonels sipping mint 
juleps, but stony, rockbound, peupled 
with just such stern, righteous Pres- 
byterians as the McCormicks. These

McCormicks were modest farmers. 

In 1830, Robert, the head of the 
family, got: to fooling around with a 
mechanical reaper which was about as 
much needed in Rockbridge County, 
Virginia, as a rabbit with two tails. 
There was a surplus of slaves and the 
idiotic reaper was always contacting a 
stone or tuft of wild grass that choked 
the crudely intersecting blades. 

Robert put it aside for the time be- 
ing, but, according to the contention of 
one branch of the McCormick family, 
passed the idea along before his death 
to his son, Cyrus, who took it, made 
it commercially feasible and secured 
patents on it. In 1847 he went West 
with it and there he found the most 
perfect instance of the time, the place 
and the invention. No sooner had he 
started to manufacture his reaper 
than a long waiting list came into be- 
ing. And no farmer could get on that 
list who could not find a bank to guar- 
antee his payments.

Sanderson McCormick was born to 
Mr. and Mrs. William McCormick, the 
family fortunes were quite well estab- 
lished, so secure, in fact, that this Rob- 
ert could follow the quiet bent of a 
scholar. 

In the sprawling, brawling boom- 
town that was Chicago there was an- 
other family to be reckoned with. 
Joseph Medill had already made a 
name for: himself with his Chicago 
Tribune, which, with two partners, he 
bought in 1855. As an editor, he was 
scrupuldusly honest, hotly partisan, 
grimly righteous, a man of high prin- 
ciple and strong temper. He early 
espoused the cause of Abraham Lin- 
coln and Medill’s daughter, Katharine, 
would sit on the prairie lawyer's lap 


C YRUS persuaded his brothers to 


when he came to call at the Medill 


home or when he stayed late in the 
Medill editorial sanctum and Mrs. Me- 
dill and little Katharine called in the 
carriage to take him home. 

It was an event of the first rank 
when, in 1876, Katharine Van Etta 
Medill married Robert Sanderson Mc- 
Cormick. It was to bring the Chi- 
cago Tribune into the family. But, far 
more important, it brought Katharine 
Medill into the family. His marriage 
was one of the most important acts in 
the life of the scholar and diplomat, 
Robert S. McCormick. 

For a time McCormick tried to fol- 
low a business career. For two or 
three years he went with his young

wife to St. Louis for the McCormick 
firm. In that happy period of St. Louis 
social history, when Lucas place and 
the Southerh Hotel still flourished, 
Mrs. McCormick at once took a bril- 
liant place. And it was not merely 
“family,” wealth, that won her this 
place. Early she acquired a reputa- 
tion for the sharp, crackling, often 
harsh wit that was to characterize her 
throughout her life, She became then a 
lifelong friend of Mrs. Clara Bell Tracy, 
a noted St. Louis beauty, who had, like 
Mrs. McCormick, a witty tongue. She 
made then two other friends, of whom 
she was always to speak in terms of 
warmest affection, Mrs. Frost and Mrs. 
Herschberg. This was a brief inter- 
lude. There followed a few more years 
at business in Chicago. And then 
McCormick decided to follow the line 
of his real interest, a diplomatie ca- 
reer. He went first as Secretary of 
the Amertcan legation in London, un- 
der Ambassador Robert Todd Lincoln, 
son of Abraham Lincoln. It was a ¢a- 
reer to which both Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 


Cormick were happily 
suited. Here is the im- 
pression of a member 
of the family who, as 
a boy, saw her from 
time to time and 
thought of her always 
as a significant star on 
a far horizon. 

“She hadn't a ray 
of looks, in the con- 
ventional sense, you 
know, but somehow 
she was always distin- 
guished looking. She 
never entered a-restau- 
rant or a club that one 
wasn't aware that a 
personage had entered. 
And she had more 
character in her little 
finger, in the plume of 
her hat, than most 
women acquire today 
in a lifetime. It was 
partly her carriage, so 
‘straight and unbend- 
ing, and the clear, direct gaze from 
her eyes."’ 

In 1891 and 1892 McCormick was 
the London representative of the Co- 
lumblan Exposition. After the fair in 
1893 the McCormicks spent the next 
eight years in Chicago.

A son of Bingen, he is considered 
one of the foremost stallions of 
the United States, and has begot- 
ten some 140 horses with stand- 
ard racing performances.

Both Bingen Silk and Emily 
are now 19 years old. 
Characteristics of both parents 
are evident in their distinguished 
son. He is big like his sire, more 
than 16 hands high, and has his 
daddy’s fine, strong legs and feet. 
His back and neck resemble his 
mother’s. From both sides of the 
house he seems to have inherited 


‘a disposition admirably suited to 


racing; he’s a calm fellow, easily 
handled, yet with a tremendous 
amount of nervous energy. A good 
deal of his success is attributed to 
his cool head, Ankabar is a dark 
chestnut in color, a heavy eater, 
and is at home on any kind of 
track, from fast to heavy. He has 
a 20-foot stride. 

No member of this little family 
—Ankabar, Bingen Silk and Emily 
Axworthy—is for sale, Schmoeger 
says. In taking this stand, the own- 
er admits it is not entirely con- 
sistent with the practical business 
policy he has pursued in racing. 

Schmoeger has been a horse- 
man, at least in spirit, as long as 


he can remember, He rode and 
drove horses as a boy and youth.

Had she 
not seen a Grand Duchess use what 
appeared to be a jeweled toothpick 
in a public restaurant? Toothpicks 
never used by proper people! She 
demanded the editor of the column 
be dismissed, but she was molli- 
fied by less drastic measures. 

It was difficult sometimes for a 
dowager Victorian, schooled at the 
court of the Czars, to remember 
that the world had grown lax and 
indifferent. Servants often merited 
her indignation. At her Washing- 
ton house, 3000 Massachusetts 
avenue, she had her quarters on 
the fourth floor. There were oc- 
casions when she did not hesitate 
to bellow downto the chauffeur 
in the yard below. 


VEN in the last days of her 
Fie she kept a sure grasp on 

what was happening in the 
world. Shortly before she died she 
wrote to her son, Colonel McCor- 
mick, a letter that showed her 
keen awareness of the political 
and economic situation in the 
United States. 

Loyalty she had to an extreme 
degree. Once when in Chicago for 
a brief stay she learned that a 
gardener who had been in her em- 
ploy was arrested for quarreling 
with his wife. Mrs. McCormick 
appeared personally in court and 
paid the man’s fine. “Don’t you 
think,”’ a reporter asked her, ‘‘that 
to pay this man’s fine will encour- 
age him in lawlessness?” ‘Law- 
lessness, nonsense!’’ said Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick. “It was just quarreling 
and, besides, he will work for me 
and work it out.”’ . 

She was 79 years old when she 
died at Versailles, Somehow, it 
was fitting that this home of the 
last of the Bourbon rulers in 
France should have been the scene 
of the death of this gallant old 
lady. Her passing was recorded, 
but scarcely more, in the press of 
the world. It was in the memory 
of the men and women of an old- 
er generation that she lived. I 
talked to an old friend of the fam- 
ily here. He sat and meditated a 
moment over his cigar. This was 
his valedictory: 

“Yes, she was a brilliant and 
fascinating woman, way beyond 
her time in her interest in poli- 
tics and the world at large. No 
one ever declined an invitation to 
one of her dinner parties, in Paris 
or Washington or Chicago, wher- 
ever it was. The time passed so 
quickly that it was midnight be- 
fore you knew it. She talked bet- 
ter than any woman I've ever 
known, I suppose she was eccen- 
tric. But don’t we need a little 
eccentricity in this clipped, bob- 
tailed world? I'd trade a hun- 
dred made-to-order, standardized 
people for one like Mrs. McCor- 
mick.’’
